GENERAL MOSELEY 


ARRANGES TRUCE 


Loyal Soldiers Interned 
at Fort Bliss After De- 
feat in Juarez; Mexico 
City Unruffled. 


El Paso. Texas, March 8.—(Tnited 
News.)—Mexican federal soldiers, aft- 
er a complete and unconditional sur- 
render today to rebel forces which in- 
vaded Jaurez, Mexico, and laid siege 
to the city, marched to Fort Bliss, 
Texas, tonight, where they will be in- 
terred until they can be assured safe 
passage to Mexico. 

The internment was arranged hy 


Brigadier General George Vann Horn 
' Moseley, commandant of Fort Bliss, 


who wijth his soldiers watched the bat- 
ile from the American side of the 
Rio Grande, international boundary. 

Shortly before noon Brigadier Gen- 
eral Moseley crossed the international 
bridge and gonferred with the federal 
commander, General Ramos, asking 
permission to cross the, federal lines 
to warn General Miguel Valles, com- 
manding the rebels, against firing 
across the river. 

U. S. General Effects Truce. 

General Ramos suggested to the 
Ameriean general that the federal po- 
sition was such that it seemed hope- 
less to continue the batile and that 
he would be willing to quit if the 
rebels would cease firing and consent 
either to grant guarantees of safety or 
permit the federals to be interned op 
the American side. 

Brigadier General Moseley then. 
walked to the rebel headquarters in 
the Mesa hotel, where he met General 
Valles, who accompanied him to the 
customs house, which the rebels took 
after a brief skirmish late in the 
morning. Here the details of capit- 
ulation were discussed and a truce 
called. 

The battle which spread throughout 
Jaurez, picturesque Mexican city and 
cerxer of border gambling and liquor 
activity, at times resembled a sham- 
bles, with pools of blood in the streets, 
bodies falling in gutters and riderless 
horses running aimlessly. 

The rebels arrived from the soath 
at dawn and immediately attacked 
the federal guard of about 1,000 men. 
It was estimated that the rebels had 
a force nearly twice as great. 

Only Fifty Killed. 

Despite the fact that the fighting 
lasted until nearly 11 a. m, casualties 
were not high. Although no official 
count was possible because of the 
quick disposition of the bodies, con-
